In the year of nineteen thirty-four, Maestro Hurst High raised his baton to conduct an 
orchestra of young inexperienced aspirants.

Toward the end of the first movement of the symphony a similar chaotic theme 
was heard called the Final Examination Theme. Finally the music stopped amid happy notes 
and wailing sighs. The young musicians laid down their instruments to have a surcease from 
the playing of that difficult symphony for three long months. 


Again in September of nineteen thirty-five almost all the musicians returned to again take 
up their instruments to play the Wise Fool movement. This movement is very much similar 
to the former one containing almost all the same themes and motives. The only outstanding 
difference was that the musicians did not create so many discords and the strains were more 
harmonious.
